He has 
had his right. hand heavily taped 
since Tuesday and also made use 
of an ice pack.

cause of Marteen’s injury. Beatty 
emphasized that although Mar- 
teen’s injury will hamper _his 
passing ability, it will not affect 
his running effectiveness. 

Ready to back up Marteen are 
veteran Don Orr and left-handed 
Dave Rios, both graduates of 
Santa Ana high. Orr and Rios are 
capable performers, but they are 
not Dunn Marteen. Few people 
are.

Beatty Cites ‘Different’ 
Columbia Basin Attacks

“We plan to run pretty much 
the same offense, but the 
changes we make won’t be too 
obvious,” . analyzed SAC head 
coach Homer Beatty on the eve 
of the Junior Rose Bowl clash 
with Columbia Basin. 


Beatty, boasting an 81-13-4 
lifetime coaching record, has 
juggled the blocking assignments 
in an attempt to capture his fifth 
straight bowl win as a coach. He 
has‘ guided the Dons to a 16-gam 
unbeaten skein and two consecu- 
tive Eastern Conference titles. 


He points out that Columbia 
Basin will present different of- 
fenses and defenses than the 
Dons have seen previously this 
year. 


‘“‘We don’t know whether their 
defense has been tested yet,” 
commented Beatty. “We will 
have to find out how well they 
execute it.’ 

“Columbia’s lowa winged-T of- 
fense is completely different 
than anything we’ve faced,” ex- 


plained Beatty. “Chaffey’s wing- 
ed-T is the closest, but it isn’t 
very similar.” f : 

Beatty feels the return of end 
Art Hatfield “should help us 
quite a bit.” Hatfield’s return 
saves Alan Medley for defensive 
duty. ' 

“Splitting Hatfield also takes 
the pressure off All-American 
quarterback Dunn, Marteen,” 
claims Beatty. “If they double 
team Hatfield, Marteen can run. 
If they put one man on Art, 
Marteen will hit him.” 

Beatty said he would operate 
from the sidelines at the Rose 
Bowl. He said back coach Russ 
Chesley will be spotting from 
the press box. “He is a very im- 
portant man, spotting stre s 
and weaknesses on the field. 


As usual, Beatty’s e plan 
calls for feeling out the oppon- 
ent’s defense early in the game 
to “find out how they adjust to 
different attacks.” ter, the 
Dons exploit what is discovered.

Board Selects Firm 


For Education Survey 


Odell, MacConnell and Associ- 
ates were employed by the Santa 
Ana Board of Education Tuesday 
to make a depth study of th 
SAC campus. : 


Glenn Tabor, superintendent, 
asked the firm to make a survey 
from a programming and space 
use standpoint at a fee of $5,000. 
An architectural firm will be ap- 
pointed at a later date. 


Dr. Bob Shuler, board trustee, 
amended the proposal to read 
“provided the junior college 
consultant used be acceptable to 
Supt. Tabor and Dr. John E. 
Johnson, college president, and 
provided the same consultant be 
used throughout the first phase 
of study to determine the most 
desirable program of education.” 

Dr. Johnson voiced approval of 


the Board selection, saying 
“there were many _ suitable 
firms.” 


Tabor said a desirable educa- 
tional program should come be- 
fore a space utilization study at 
Santa Ana College. 


He divided the first phase — 
educational programming — into 
four subject areas. These will be 
investigated by the surveyed 
team: 

1. Maximum class scheduling, 
to see if the 8 a.m. - 4 p.m. day 
might possibly extend to 7 a.m. - 


p.m. 
2. Possible extension of the 
five day week to a six day week.

8. An appraisal of maximum 
enrollment conditions plus an es- 
timate on non-resident enroll- 
ment. 

4. A comprehensive study to 
determine the maximum capacity 
of present facilities on the exist- 
ing site. 

Tabor indicated that once the 
proper educational program is 
decided, the Board can proceed 
with. plans to hire a architectural 
firm and a _ space _ utilization 
study. 

Dr. Johnson and Supt. Tabor 
said they will meet with Odell, 
MacConnell in working out the 
specifics of the survey. It will 
take an estimated four-to-six 
months to complete the study. 

Odell, MacConnell, located 
near the Stanford campus at 
Palo Alto, was recommended for 
hiring at the Nov. 26 board meet- 
ing.

Basin. 


Don backfield coach Rus- 
sell Chesley feels he has a 
“good balanced backfield,” 
to cope with the Hawk defense. 
The Don offensive threat is 
spearheaded by J. C. All-Ameri- 
can and Eastern Conference 
player-of-the-year Dunn Marteen. 

SAC’s ground gaining forces 
are led by Steve Ledbetter, a 
second team AlIl-EC selection, 
and Mike Anderson. Anderson 
ranked fourth in EC with 589 
yards on 138 carries for a 4.3 
per carry. Ledbetter after a slow 
start éame on to rank ninth with 


an average 5.9 yards on 83 at- 
tempts for 473 yards. 

Dunn Marteen’s aerial artistry 
and running ability gave him the 
total offense, passing and scor- 
ing titles in the EC. 

Backfield coach Chesley stated 
his backs did a good job through- 
eut the season. SAC’s_ potent 
flock of runners combined to set 
a new EC record by gaining a 
total of 2,884 yards on 468 
carries for an averarve of more 
than five vards a carry. 

Marteen hit on 55 out of 90 
passes for a 61 completion per- 
centage. Marteen’s 55 comple- 
tions were good for a total of 
1,027 yards and a new EC rec- 
ord. The Dons’ fine receivers 
hauled in 17 of Marteen’s passes 
for touchdowns. 

Chesley commented that the 
Hawks have great depth but that 
he wouldn’t trade any of his 
backs for Columbia Basin’s. 

Ready to back up Ledbetter 
and Anderson are Ken Tucker, 
Richard Remmel, Ernie Wehn 
and Paul Davin. 


Hawk Defense 
Worries Dons 


“Big, strong, mobile, 
with good ability and pur- 
suit,’”’ was the description 
Santa Ana College line 
coach Bill Dutton gave of 
Columbia Basin’s defensive 
unit. 

Known as the “Gang 
Busters,” Columbia Basin’s 
defensive team gave up an 
average of only 113 yards per 
game. SAC’s “Raiders,” runner- 
up to Fullerton in the Eastern 
Conference, yielded only 171 
yards a game. 

Dutton stated the Dons are, 
“Impressed with the Hawks’ de- 
fensive record and that worries 
them more than anything else.” 

Dutton said, “as a result of 
the outstanding work done by the 
Hawks, the Dons have done more 
work to move the ball against 
them, than on how to contain 
them.” : 

Duttqn was especially impress- 


ed by the “Gang Busters” J.C. 
All-Americans ‘Ray Johnson and 
Tom Hiedmark. Wes Austin, the 
Hawks’ leading pass snatcher, 
was described by Dutton “as an 
excellent defensive safety man.” 

Les Muller, defensive guard 


and linebacker, and John Greg-" 


ory, a defensive specialist, were 


also singled out by the Don line . 


coach. 

Dutton also said, “the Dons 
are facing a type of defense 
known as the split six and have 
had to adjust their blocking 
assignments.”’ The Dons have yet 
to play against a split six defense. 

Columbia Basin yielded only 
a stingy 558 yards rushing on 
348 carries for a slight 1.6 yards 
per try. A battle royal should be 
in the making since the SAC 
backs averaged 5.1 yards a crack 
in the EC. 

Strategy wise the Dons are out 
to exploit the Hawks’ weaknesses 
in tomorrow’s 1:30 p.m. date for 
the roses. 


Moore Sees SAC Aerial 
Game As Victory Key 


“Santa Ana’s passing at- 
tack will prove the differ- 
ence.” 

This is the opinion of 
Santa Ana defensive back 
and offensive’ end coach 
Myrel Moore in comparing 
Santa Ana and Columbia 
Basin for tomorrow’s Junior 
Rose Bowl battle. 


Columbia Basin’s passing de- 
fense has limited opponents to 44 
completions in 145 attempts and 
10 interceptions. Moore says 
these statistics can be deceiving. 
Columbia Basin played in a con- 
ference that de-emphasized pass- 
ing and also the Hawks have not 
met a quarterback the caliber of 
Dunn Marteen. 

Moore also stated Columbia 
Basin uses a zone defense with 
never more than four or five 
linemen rushing. Santa Ana’s

outstanding quartet of ends: Art 
Hatfield, Jim Williamson, Joel 
Ohlgren and Wylie Carlyle should 
take the Hawk’s zone defense to 
their liking, according to Moore. 

Columbia Basin passed only 84 
times during the regular season 
but Moore figures the Hawks will 
take to the air more against 
Santa Ana rather than run 
against the rugged Don defen- 
sive line. 

Defensive backs Frank Andru- 
ski and Ken Potter have the 
assignments -of. eovering the 
Hawk’s outstanding receivers 
Dave Morton and Dave Hansen. 

Morton, who stands only 5-8, 
caught 18 passes for 321 yards 
and six touchdowns. Morton is a 
strong candidate for All-Ameri- 
can honors. 


Hansen, a transfer from the 
Air Force Academy, is employed 
at wingback where he poses a 
double threat as a runner and a 
pass receiver.

Marteen, 1962 Eastern 
Conference Player of the 
Year and Litzinger yester- 
day were named to the first team 
junior college All-American 
team announced by J.C. Grid- 
Wire of Pasadena. 

Santa Ana placed two other 
footballers on the star-studded 
squad with tackle Al Medley be- 
ing selected on the third team 
and guard Mike Brown on the 
fourth. 

Columbia Basin coach Dwight 
Pool has likened Marteen to the 
Navy’s Roger Staubach. It was 
Staubach who almost spoiled 
USC’s undefeated season and its 
hopes of a national title. 

“T see that Marteen in my 
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sleep,” commented the 32-year- 
old coach when asked to com- 
ment on the Dons’ All-American 
quarterback. 

“There just doesn’t seem to be 
anything he can’t do, and he does 
them all well. Our boys will have 
to rely on continous pursuit 
whenever he has the ball. But he 
makes that tough, too, because 
he often fakes to his backs go- 
ing one way and then rolls out 
to the other. I tell you, it’s a 
nightmare trying to figure out 
how to keep him contained. 

“That number 65 (linebacker 
Litzinger) is murder on de- 
fense,’”’ Pool said. “I didn’t be- 
lieve a man as big as Litzinger, 
he looks bigger than the 190 
pound program weight, could 
move as quick as he does.” 

“But it’s Marteen that really 
disturbs me,” declared Pool. 
‘““We’ve never met any quarter- 
back like him.”
